NO CAR DEARTH 


Railroads Set Record With 


NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—The 193 
Class 1 railroads of the country 
got through the peak traffic move- 
ments this year without «a car 
shortage for the first time in their 
history, it was revealed today when 
the car service division of the 
American Railway Association pre- 
sented its 1924 report to the board 
of directors. The report also 
showed that seven new transporta- 
tien records had been set through- 
out the industry, generally during 
thie period. 

That 1924 was the first year in 
which the carriers averted the 
usual autumn bugaboo of a dearth 
of freight cars was aftributed to a 
new system in the handling of 
“empties.” 

In the past, tt was pointed out, it 
hed been customary to mobilize 
great fleets of rolling stock which 
were concentrated regionally for 
the movement of crops or coal.

Distinctive envelopes bearing 
red, white and blue stripes will be 
permitted to users of the alr mail, 
it was announced in the Postal 
Bulletin, a copy of which was re- 
ceived by Postmaster .

F. M. Hudson, secretary and man- 
ager of the Produce Bxchange of 


Young's Market Company, Ine. 

Thig supposition is rendered is 
advance of thoroughly reliaDie in- 
formation and disregards market 
news presented by the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economica, United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
whieh points to an average turkey 
crop in seventeen States, including 
California, of 73.5 per cent of last 
year. 

Prices at present are weak do- 
cause birds arriving in sample lots 
are in poor condition. the market 
has been unable to absorb them se 
earty, and the public seems unwill-, 
ing to purchase them except for 
the holiday. 

Mr. Hudson takes issue with the 
government report on the crop sta- 
tus, holding that when the fowl 
now in the brush have been round- 
ed up the apparent difference be- 
tween the two years will be met 
This is encouraging to the con- 
sumer. 

IMPROPERLY FED 

Mr. Young reports that the best 
turkeys received so far have come 
from the Sacramento rice fields 
and the Imperial and Salt Ries 
Valleys where there is not se 
noticeable a lack of good feed. Im- 
mature and improperly nourished 
birds are being received from the 
districts adjacent to Les Angeles, 
This is accounted for in the m- 
ability of the raiser to feed his 
stock on high-priced grain and 
still make money. 

In line with thts condition Mr. 
Young believes that the farmer 
may hold his crop to the last min- 
ute—probably just before Christ~ 
mas—in hope of obtaining better 
prices for better birds. It is his 
belief, however, that a 75 per cent 
crop this year will be sufficient te 
supply everyone with a turkey at 
reasonable prices because . 
was a super-abundance of them 
last year, thé basis on which pres- 
ent estimates are made. 


GOVERNMENT TABLE 
Though the government esti- 
mates that California's crop will 
be 83 per nt of last year’s, Los 
Angeles derives only about 40 per 
cent of its fowl! from the State, 
and while a better production than 
elsewhere will have some effect, 
Mr. Hudson aseerts prices will be 
fixed in accordance with those of 
New York and Chicago, which al- 
so obtain their turkeys in large 
proportion from the same States 
as Los Angeles, namely, Texas, 
Idaho, Utah, Missouri, Colerade 
and Kansas.

Council is Asked to Prevent 
Recurrence of Plague 


Emergency Act Proposed by 


‘State Health Board 


Menace to Trade Seen; Cost 
of Work $500,000 


The outbreak of the pneumonic 
Plague having been conquered 
here, the City Council yesterday 
was appealed to by the Chamber 
of Commerce and the State Board 


of Health to start a “clean-up” 
campaign of rat extermination to 
prevent any possibie recurrence of 
| the disease through the medium 
ot plague-bearing rats. The pro- 
gram proposed in the communi- 
ation to the Council, which was 
signed by Dr. Walter M. Dickte of 
the State Board of Health, was as 
follows: 

(1.) Adoption of emergency or- 
dinances similar to those found 
necessary in San Francisco, declar- 
ing unsanitary buildihgs niteances 
and providing for the abatement 
of these nuisances, including 
destruction in whole or part, 1 
eo requiring the rat-proofing of 

ents and underground parts 
of buildings.

ers, twenty-five bullding wreckers, 
and other „ ge to total sum- 
ber of 123, with provision made 
for adding from fifty te 100 addi- 
tional men to carry on the war 
against rats, tf necessary. The 
whole campaign win 8 from 
one to five years and wil cost 
about $500,000 the first year, it is 
estimated.

extermination campaign was set 
forth by Dr. Dickie and other &

omfctals that the city will never 
achieve its pjans for the develop- 
ment of Lee Angeles Harbor as 
long as there is plague danger. 

MENACE TO TRADE 

“Bhipe will not come inte any 
harbor.” said Dr. Dickie, “where 
an yauestion of plague 
exists. There is a 
upon Leos Angeles Ha 
present time. 80 far we have 
found no infected rate at Los An- 
géles Harbor and I hope we nev- 
er do. As soon asf we can give the 
harbor a clean bill of health there 
will be a sense of security to the 
shipping world and to the ports 
of the world. As long as this con- 
dition is here tt is going to affect 
your harbor. If this is not cleaned 
up it will take a very little while 
before half of the commerce of 
your harbor has vanished.” 

The program calls for the mak- 
1 of all structures within known 
infected areas rat proof by raising 
the bulidings eighteen inches off 
the ground and taking the eid- 


‘ling off all houses except at the 


front. Rats, the experts sald, can- 
not live in an area where there 
ie no place to harbor them. When 
an infected area has been located 
through rats brought to the lab- 
oratory and tested, then the rat 
catchers will clean up the district 
block by block, exterminatinc the 
rate and making the houses «nd 
23 there rat proof.

This eventually brings him in 
contact with Miss Frederick, the presi- 
dent of the concern, and because he 
will not spinelessly agree that hers is 
the better plan, she promotes him and 
raises his salary. 

The factory scenes carry an effec- 
tive realism and considerable humor. 
Wanda Hawley appears as one of the 
workers and it is she who precipitates 
McGregor into something more than 
a business association with Miss Fred- 
erick. 

McGregor has been made the presi- 
dent's assistant, and because of his 
extreme youth and sudden rise from 
obscurity, there is considerable gossip 
throughout the factory, Miss Freder- 
ick has, in fact, evinced an interest in 
her new assistant that is perhaps more 
personal than commercial, but Mc- 
Gregor appears none the wiser. He 
believes he is being justly rewarded 
for his diligence and whole-hearted 
interest in the business, and it is not 
until the gossiping of the factory work- 
ers ts brought to bim that he realizes 
the light in which his associates re- 
gard his position.

So it is but nat- 
ural that women make the best screen 
writers. They know better than men 
the tricks which catch the feminine 
mind and the little things that appeal 
to every class of audience.” 

A Lucratwe Profession 

Strictly speaking, there are two 
types of scenario writers freelancer 
and contract writers. Freelancers are 
those who receive a definite amount for 
each story they write, regardless of 
whether it is an original or merely an 
adaptation of another story for the 
screen. Contract writers are paid by 
the weck a straight salary and must 
work upon whatever is given them by 
the company. At the present time the 
largest salary is earned by a free-lance 
scenarioist. 

Frances Marion is the highest paid 
writer in the industry—if not in the 
entire writing profession. She regu- 
larly harvests, it is said, from $100,000 
to $150,000 a year. Her minimum price 
for each story is $10,000, and as a rule 
she turns out from nine to twelve 
scripts a year. Besides, she writes 
titles and helps to supervise many 
plays, and even on occasion directs. 

Formerly scenario writers were 


obliged to turn out one and two com 


plete plays each week, ofttimes more.
